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INTRODUCTION. 


The  Tobacco-box  belonging  to  the  Past  Overseers’  Society  of  the  Parishes 
of  Saint  Margaret,  and  Saint  John  the  Evangelist,  Westminster,  (of  which, 
with  all  its  additional  cases,  the  annexed  Plates  convey  an  accurate  repre¬ 
sentation),  exhibits  in  its  present  state,  both  as  an  object  of  antiquarian 
curiosity,  and  an  article  of  considerable  intrinsic  value,  a  striking  contrast 
with  its  original  cheapness  and  insignificance;  having  been  in  its  primitive 
condition,  no  other  than  a  common  horn  box  of  a  portable  size  for  the 
pocket,  and  bought,  as  tradition  reports,  at  Horn  Fair,  for  the  trifling  sum 
of  four-pence.

Its  original  possessor  was  Mr.  Henry  Monck,  who  usually  brought  it  with 
him  to  the  tavern  where  those  persons,  who,  like  himself,  had  served  the 
office  of  overseer,  occasionally  met  to  talk  over,  and  confer  together  upon 
parochial  matters,  and  smoke  their  pipes  in  friendly  intercourse.  These 

persons  subsequently  formed  themselves  into  a  society,  called  the  Past  Over- 

\ 

seers'1  Society #.  Mr.  Monck  presented  them  in  the  year  1713,  with  this 

*The  Past  Overseers’  Society,  consists  of  persons  who  have  either  been  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
in  the  joint  parishes,  or  have  paid  the  fine  to  be  excused  from  serving  that  office ;  and  the  Over¬ 
seers  for  the  time  being;  the  Clerk  to  the  Governors  of  the  Poor,  from  his  intimate  connexion 
with  parochial  concerns  is  also  a  member,  and  acts  as  secretary.  Honorary  members  have 
been  admitted  for  services  done  to  the  Society,  but  such  occurrences  are  very  rare. 

The  average  number  of  members  is  about  forty,  and  their  meetings  are  now  held  at  the  Swan 
Tavern,  in  Bridge-street,  on  the  second  Thursday  of  the  month,  in  the  evening ;  except  upon 
the  appointment  of  new  overseers,  when  they  dine  together.  The  expenses  of  the  Society  are 
defrayed  by  annual  subscription  ;  a  proportionate  part  of  which  is  applied  towards  the  reck¬ 
oning  of  each  meeting,  and  the  deficiency  made  up  by  the  attending  members. 
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well  known  tobacco-box  for  the  general  use  of  the  members,  who,  out  of 
respect  to  the  donor,  ornamented  it  with  a  silver  rim,  on  which  his  name  was 
engraved.  It  was  then  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  senior  overseer  for 
the  time  being,  who  transmitted  it  to  his  successor,  with  some  additional 
silver  ornament ;  and  this  example  having  been  followed,  with  little  inter¬ 
ruption  for  a  period  of  111  years,  a  new  outer  case  being  always  prepared 
whenever  further  space  was  required  for  ornament,  the  box  has  increased  to 
its  present  bulk,  and  assumed  a  consequent  importance. 

The  ornaments,  which  have  been  thus  gradually  contributed  by  almost 

every  succeeding  overseer,  consist  of  plates  of  silver,  on  which  emblematical 

devices  and  representations  of  the  memorable  events  of  each  succeeding  year 

in  the  history  of  this  country,  with  appropriate  inscriptions,  and  portraits  of 

many  eminent  persons  who  have  borne  a  conspicuous  part  in  those  events, 

are  either  embossed  or  engraved ;  so  that  the  box  taken  as  a  whole  may  be 

said,  in  title-page  phraseology,  to  contain  a  memorial  of  some  of  the  most 

remarkable  occurrences  relating  to  the  history  of  Great  Britain  during  the 

last  century ,  accurately  illustrated ,  and  chronologically  arranged  ;  and  it  is 

presumed,  there  are  many  persons  to  whom,  in  this  point  of  view,  the  present 

» 

publication  will  prove  highly  interesting. 

There  are  some  circumstances  connected  with  this  box,  which  greatly 
enhance  its  value  in  the  estimation  of  the  members  of  the  society  to  which 
it  belongs.  It  supplies  a  record  of  the  society  itself  almost  from  the  time 
of  its  institution,  the  names  of  the  overseers  for  each  year  having  been 
inscribed  on  their  respective  plates.  It  brings  to  their  recollection 
many  of  their  former  acquaintances  now  no  more,  who  once  formed  part  of 
the  festive  circle,  and  enlivened  it  with  their  wit  and  good  humour.  It  also 
serves  to  remind  them  of  the  unanimity  and  social  feeling  byy  which  the  chief 
agents  in  the  administration  of  their  parochial  concerns  have  been  hitherto 
distinguished,  and  which  all  who  enroll  themselves  in  the  same  band  under 
the  standard  of  the  tobacco-box,  are  pledged  to  perpetuate. 
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That  an  article  of  such  interest  and  value  should  be  an  object  of  peculiar 
care  on  the  part  of  its  possessors,  will  not  be  surprising ;  but  their  anxiety 
for  its  preservation  has  naturally  been  increased,  and  greater  precaution 
necessary,  in  consequence  of  its  having  been  twice  placed  in  extreme  jeopardy. 
The  first  time  was  in  the  year  1785,  when  Mr.  William  Gilbert,  the  overseer 
in  whose  custody  it  was,  having  friends  at  dinner  with  him,  produced  it  for 
their  inspection.  In  the  evening  after  their  departure,  the  dining-room  was 
entered  by  thieves,  who  took  away  every  article  of  plate  which  had  been  used 
on  the  occasion,  but  fortunately,  Mr.  Gilbert  had  removed  the  box.  The 
second  time,  it  was  detained  by  an  ex-overseer,  and  recourse  was  had  to 
legal  proceedings  to  compel  him  to  restore  it,  the  issue  of  which  at  first 
seemed  very  doubtful.  This  suit  indeed  is  a  marked  feature  in  the  history 
of  the  box,  and  deserves  particular  notice. 

The  defendant,  Mr.  James  Read,  who  had  refused  to  attend  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  in  the  spring  of  the  year  1793,  then  and  there  to 

make  the  customary  re-delivery  of  the  box  and  its  appurtenances,  stated,  as 

*  / 

a  reason  for  such  conduct,  that  the  Vestry  had  refused  to  pass  his  account, 
and  pay  the  balance  alleged  to  be  due  to  him,  and  threatened  the  Society 
with  the  entire  destruction  of  this  valuable  deposit,  if  they  should  attempt 
to  compel  its  restoration.  Persisting  in  his  refusal,  an  action  was  brought 
against  him  in  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Society ;  but  having 
obtained  a  release  from  two  of  the  plaintiffs,  Mr.  Simeon  Handley  and 
Mr.  George  Byfield,  he  pleaded  the  same  in  bar  to  the  action. 

The  Society  was  therefore  driven  to  the  necessity  of  filing  a  bill  in 
Chancery  against  Mr.  Read,  in  which  Mr.  Handley,  and  Mr.  Byfield  were 
made  defendants ;  and  fearing  that  Mr.  Read  would,  pending  the  proceedings, 
put  his  threat  of  destroying  the  box  and  cases  into  execution,  they  applied 
for,  and  obtained  an  Order  of  Court,  that  he  should  deposit  them  in  the  office 
of  Master  Leeds,  to  abide  the  event  of  the  suit. 
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On  the  5th  of  March,  1796,  the  cause  came  on  before  Lord  Chancellor 
Loughborough,  who,  after  having  heard  the  arguments  of  counsel  on  both 
sides,  decreed,  that  the  box  and  cases  should  be  restored  to  the  plaintiffs  ; 
that  the  defendants  should  pay  the  costs  of  the  suit,  and  that  the  defendant, 
James  Read,  should  pay  the  plaintiffs  their  costs  at  law,  the  total  amount  of 
which  was  about  300/. 

The  extra  expense  which  the  Society  incurred  amounted  to  76/.  13s.  lid, 
but  the  subscription  raised  among  the  members  to  defray  this,  amounted  to 
91/.  7s. ;  with  the  surplus  they  repaired  the  box,  and  added  a  new  case  and 
silver  plate,  recording  its  detention,  and  the  successful  result  of  the  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  which  were  instituted  for  its  recovery. 

The  ceremony  which  attends  the  annual  transmission  of  the  box  and 
cases  from  one  overseer  to  another,  testifies  in  the  strongest  manner  the 
solicitude  of  the  society  for  the  preservation  of  the  Tobacco-Box.  This  cere¬ 
mony  takes  place  after  dinner  at  the  general  meeting  which  is  held  upon  the 
appointment  of  the  new  overseers.  At  this,  as  well  as  at  all  other  meetings 
of  the  society,  the  senior  churchwarden  of  St.  Margaret’s  parish  presides, 
who,  after  having  proposed  some  of  the  usual  toasts,  demands  the  restoration 
of  the  box  and  its  appurtenances ;  this  demand  having  been  complied  with,  the 
secretary  proceeds  to  examine  and  report  whether  they  are  in  as  good  a  state 
as  when  delivered,  whether  any  ornament  has  been  added,  and  whether  the 
original  box  contains  the  proper  quantity  of  tobacco.  If  the  report  be  satis¬ 
factory,  the  box  is  then  placed  before  the  chairman,  who  proposes  for  a  toast, 
“  the  late  overseers  of  the  poor,  with  thanks  to  them  for  their  care  of  the  box, 
and  the  additional  ornament.”  Inquiry  is  then  made  of  the  senior  overseer, 
whether  he  is  willing  to  accept  the  box  and  cases  upon  the  usual  conditions : 
if  he  assent,  they  are  delivered  to  him  with  the  following  CHARGE  : — 

“  This  box  and  the  several  cases  are  the  property  of  the  past  Overseers’  So- 
“  ciety,  and  delivered  into  your  custody  and  care,  upon  condition  that  they 
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“  are  produced  at  all  parochial  entertainments  which  you  shall  be  invited 
“  to,  or  have  a  right  to  attend,  and  shall  contain  three  pipes  of  tobacco  at  the 
“  least,  under  the  penalty  of  six  bottles  of  claret.  And  also  upon  further 
“  condition,  that  you  shall  restore  the  box,  with  the  several  cases  belonging 
“  to  it  to  the  society,  in  as  good  a  state  as  the  same  now  are,  with  some  addi- 
“  tional  ornament,  at  the  next  meeting  thereof  after  you  shall  go  out  of  office, 
“  or  sooner  if  demanded,  under  the  penalty  of  two  hundred  guineas.” 

The  chairman  than  proposes  as  a  toast,  “  The  new  overseers,  wishing 
them  health  to  go  through  their  office which  toast  concludes  the  ceremony. 

From  the  manner  in  which  the  box  and  the  cases  are  annually  intrusted 
to  the  care  of  different  overseers,  without  control  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
ornaments  to  be  added,  or  the  artists  who  are  to  execute  them,  it  cannot  be 
expected  that  they  should  exhibit  a  uniform  degree  of  merit.  There  are 
several,  however,  which  display  considerable  taste  in  design,  and  ability  in 
execution  ;  and  amongst  these  it  would  be  inexcusable  to  pass  over  without 
particular  notice  the  portrait  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Cumber¬ 
land,  who  having  the  command  of  the  royal  army  at  the  battle  of  Culloden, 
in  the  year  1746,  defeated  the  rebels  headed  by  the  Pretender  in  person,  and 
thus  put  an  end  to  the  rebellion.  This  portrait  and  the  characteristic  illus¬ 
trations  are  engraved  on  the  inside  of  the  lid  of  the  original  box,  and  were 
designed  and  executed  by  the  celebrated  William  Hogarth,  when  in  the 
zenith  of  his  reputation. 

Owing  to  the  continued  addition  of  cases  and  ornamental  plates  to  the 
box,  and  its  consequent  increase  in  weight  and  bulk,  it  has  become  very 
inconvenient  for  the  overseer  having  it  in  possession,  to  produce  the  whole 
on  every  occasion  according  to  the  original  regulations :  the  Society  has, 
therefore,  lately  relaxed  in  its  rules,  and  now  requires  no  more  than  the 
original  box  with  one  case,  at  the  evening  meetings,  yet  insisting  upon  its 
production  with  all  its  cases,  when  the  overseers  attend  the  annual  dinner  of 
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the- Society,  or  are  invited  to  the  dinners  given  by  the  churchwardens. 
Hence  it  is  that  this  splendid  ornament  is  seldom  exhibited  in  its  entire  state, 
which  circumstance,  with  the  recollection  of  its  past  narrow  escapes  from  de¬ 
struction,  and  the  possibility  of  future  accident,  induced  an  anxious  desire  in 
the  Society  that  engravings  should  be  made  of  the  several  plates  and  inscrip¬ 
tions,  as  the  best  method  of  perpetuating  the  remembrance  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  connected  with  this  unique  Tobacco-Box.
